Two.. learned .judges decided that no 
new'f ules liaving been framed by • the 
government tho old rules of court were 
still in force and-!thfty have since work- 
ed under tliosc rules. In finally 
preparing a code of rules tho govnrn- 
mont have shown that they were again 
in tiio wrong and the judges again the 
right. Ther{)'tk,''thVrrefbfe, nothing more 
to be said,, and the provisions of the 
Punch and Judycaturo Act will l)e uai- 
ried out on and after thf^ ir)Lli prox. u itli 
tho now rules — tliat is, su[)iio.sing tho 
government, with their usual ill luck, 
have hot perpetrated another \)lunder 
in their preparation ! 

FliKiailT FROM VICTORIA TO 
XEW WESTMINSTER. 

Shippers of freight from Victoria to 
New' Westminster complain that al- 
though they mark packages to he land ■ 
ed by the steamer Euternriso on Ewen 
ik Co:'s wharf at New Westminster for 
carriage up the river by tho steamer 
Cassiar, the packages are invariably 
landed on tho wharf of tho Pioneer 
lino and sent on by the steamers of tho 
same lino.

A fracas took place to-night at a 
meeting of the St. Patrick's Society in 
their hall on Craig street, whicli caused 
a good deal of e.xcitonient. Air. J'^. B. 
McNamce, the president, occupied the 
chair, and there was a largo attendance. 
The question under consideration, when 
the row occurred was a; meeting for the 
expulsion of Stephen J. Quinn, a well- 
known jjolitician here of tho Orit 
stripe, and until lately inspector of 
weights and measures. It apjicars that 
Eonn; time since Quinn and Prof Bond, 
a vice-president- 'of -the ■ Society, had 
some unpleasant discussion at one of 
the meeting.s, when the former ad- 
dressed the latter as the Rec. Mr. Bond. 
The professor felt insulted at being 
thus designated, and brought a formal 
resolution forward to-night for Quinn's 
trial and dismissal. A dcbat<! ensued, 
in which the accused took part in an 
excited manner, using strong lauguage 
which was resented by others. Finally 
tho meeting broke up in disorder, and 
a scrimmage occurred, Quinn alleging 
that he met with bad usage. He 
charges Geo. Craven, an employe of 
the Customs, and his brother, James 
Crayen,.a briclday.er,. ■with.stiokipgliim 
from behind'on the head. But for tlie 
pacific influence of the chairman and 
others the affray might have been still 
worse. Quinn intends getting out a 
warrant to-morrow for his assailaut.s.

The steamship Califoniia arrived from 
Caasiar on Sunday morning bringing a 
largo muiibor of passengers and n con- 
siduriiblo sum in gold dust. Tlio mining 
season has not proved prolitablo in tlie 
maiu- Tlia prospecting parties from 
Tukuu and Chilcafc had returned. They 
fouud nothing although tliey rauaaekud 
tho country for mineral wealth. The 
old claims arc being rapidly exiiausted 
and no. new diggings have been found. A 
Frenchman died in a boat wliilo coming 
up from McDame Creek, but his name did 
not reach us. The weather had been fav- 
orable and there was no ice in tho Stiekoen 
when our informants deacondcd. T'lie 
steamer Gertrude was lying at \\'raiigol. 
She would try and take up Becdy'a cattle 
and hogs as there was no fresh meat in 
the mines. Tho news from SitKa is un- 
important. '"Johnson," the murderer of 
.Toiikinson, was executed at Laketon on 
the l.st October. The arrangements of 
Mr. Crimp, who acted :i3 slieriif, were 
excellent. Tho scalFold vraa erected with- 
in tliegaol ground, but overlooked the fence 
outside of which tho tribal friends of tlie 
doomed man gathorcd to hear liis last 
words, lie spoke as fallows : 

ilf;/ /Viir [''ricnih: — There are many 
whito men who do wrong to the Indians, 
and many Indians who d«) wrong to tJio 
whites. I shpulrt likg all this ill feeling 
to stop and want for nll'lo irelp;"'tp bring 
it about. Take pity upon the' pqor In- 
dians. Look at mo, tlunk of what will 
happen to me to-day. 

Turning to thg Indians, ho continued : 
Sec what 1 have come to. Have no trou- 
ble and do no wrong to wliito men. Do 
not be down-hearted at what will befall 
nic to- day, but turn j'oiir hoiirts to God. 

At this time lie w^is interrupted by a 
female relation wIr) .sang out, 'excitedly : 
" Uon't talk ton much ; die at once. lam 
not afraid to .see you die. My heart i.s 
strong. Make yours so, too, anddio quick- 
ly." He replied, " Kittj', stop talking; 
don't bo afraid of mo. Strengthen your 
heart." 

Turning again to tho Indians he contin- 
ued; Friunils, loll all niy friciula at Foi't 
Wrangel to pray for me. Toll thorn I 
said this without fear or trembling. I am 
not afraid to die. I have jirayod to God 
to forgive mo. Wliile I ataiid here I think 
of all tlio great whito chiefs I liavo boon 
told of — Queen Victoria, \Va3hingt(ni and 
others — tlicy arc all good people. 

Thou turning round ho said: " Are you 
there, John?" (John replied, -''yes.") 
' ' John, said ho, "it "is good for yoh to let 
everyone, whites and'Indians, know what 
I have said. I will not shamo niy people. 
I will not ask for mercy. John, I do not 
want to bo buried hero. My dying wish 
ia to bo buried in my own country among 
my own people.".. 

When the hangman was about to adjust 
the ropo he said, Bye-aiid-byo," and 
knelt on tho scaflbld, made the sign of tho 
cross and prayed. Getting up he address- 
ed the hangman, saying, " Go ahead." 

The trap tlicMi fell, tho condeinnod man 
making a few twitches witli his nruis and 
hands and dying uhnost at once. After 
hanging twenty; nn'nutoB the body ^was cut 
down, 'aii'd a 'coroner's •juiyLliolving ■'boon 
formed a verdict was returned in aooord- 
anco with tho facts. Tho Indians made 
application for the body, which was re- 
fused, and the leniain.s were interred in 
the gaol yard.

Cache Ckeek, Oct. 18. 
The landslide which blocked theThonip- 
soti river and coniplotcly stopped tho flow 
of water for forty-one hours took place 
about twenty miles above Spence's Bridge 
on the evening of tho 14th. Above tho 
dam tho water rose aboub sixfcy-fivo feet, 
covering two farms, one owned by J. C. 
Barnes and tlio othor by .John Graight. 
The former is supposed to be the heaviest 
loser, his dwelling house and several out- 
houses beinK can-ied away and a great 
uinount of grain wna .destroyed. Tho lat- 
ter saved his houao with difliculty; but 
lost a large quantity of grain — exact 
amount not known. Harper s mill at tho 
month of the Bonaparte river was also 
damaged, all the buildings being more or 
leas moved from tlioir foundations. It 
was feared Spenco's Bridge would bo car- 
ried away by tlie rush of water when tho 
dam bruico. Everything of value was re- 
moved from houses out ui the reach of 
danger, but no damage was done in tliat 
i|uartcr as the break was gradual. A 
ehaniiol was cut along the top of the dam 
to prevent it breaking from the bottom 
and tho water ia now down to its usual 
stage.
